Free Speech Too Free, Teens Say 


WASHINGTON I The way many high school 
students see it, government censorship of 
newspapers may not be a bad thing, and flag 
burning is hardly protected free speech. 

It turns out the First Amendment is a sec- 
ond-rate issue to many of those nearing their 
own adult independence, according to a study 
of high school attitudes released Monday. 

The original amendment to the Constitution 
is the cornerstone of the way of life in the 
United States, promising citizens the freedoms 
of religion, speech, press and assembly. 

Yet, when told of the exact text of the First 


Amendment, more than one in three high 
school students said it goes “too far” in the 
rights it guarantees. Only half of the students 
said newspapers should be allowed to publish 
freely without government approval of stories. 

“These results are not only disturbing; they 
are dangerous,” said Hodding Carter III of 
the John S. and James L. Knight Foundation, 
which sponsored the $1 million study. 

The study suggests that students embrace 
First Amendment freedoms if they are taught 
about them, but that schools don’t make the 
matter a priority, ben feller (a p)

Allawi urges Iraqis to join 
in building new democracy 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I PrimcMinisterAyad Allawi 
urged Iraqis Monday to unite behind democ- 
racy in the wake of the country’s historic elec- 
tions, but al Qaeda’s arm in Iraq vowed to 
press ahead with its “holy war” despite its fail- 
ure to stop the voting by millions of Iraqis. 

Partial results from Sunday’s election 
could be released as early as Tuesday, though 
final results from the hand counting of bal- 
lots could take up to 10 days, election officials 
said. Despite the lack of final totals, officials 
in the main Shiite clergy- 
endorsed coalition claimed 
a large victory, which could 
raise tensions with Iraq’s 
Sunni Muslims, who are 
thought to have largely sat 
out the vote. 

Insurgents struck back 
Monday, killing three U.S. 

Marines in a roadside bombing south of 
Baghdad. Guerrillas also issued a video claim- 
ing to have shot down a British C-130 transport 
plane that crashed Sunday, leaving 10 mili- 
tary personnel missing and presumed dead. 

In his first public statement since the elec- 
tions, Allawi called on Iraqis to join together to 
rebuild a society shattered by decades of war, 
Saddam Hussein’s tyranny, economic sanc- 
tions, military occupation and insurgency. 

“The terrorists now know that they cannot 
win,” Allawi said. “We are entering a new era 
of our history and all Iraqis — whether they 
voted or not — should stand side by side to

Monday that foreign terror suspects 
held in Cuba can challenge their 
confinement in U.S. courts and 
she criticized the Bush adminis- 
tration for holding hundreds of 
people without legal rights. 

Judge Joyce Hens Green, han- 


dling claims filed by about 50 
detainees at the U.S. Navy base at 
Guantanamo Bay, said the Supreme 
Court made clear last year that they 
have constitutional rights that lower 
courts should enforce. 

Green also ruled that hearings 
to determine if the prisoners are 
“enemy combatants” are uncon- 
stitutional. 

The decision conflicts with a rul-

WASHINGTON | The government is 
adding viruses for the first time to 
its list of known or suspected causes 
of cancer, including hepatitis B and 
C and a third virus that causes sex- 
ually transmitted diseases.

Pentagon says proposal 
afoot to increase family 
benefit to $250,000 

WASHINGTON | President Bush will 
propose a dramatic increase to 
$250,000 in government payments 
to families of U.S. troops killed in 
the Iraq and Afghanistan wars and 
in future combat zones. 

The plan to increase the tax-free 
“death gratuity,” now $12,420, to 
$100,000 and provide an extra 
$150,000 in life insurance payouts 
will be part of the 2006 budget pro- 
posal sent to Congress next week, 
said David Chu, the undersecretary 
of defense for personnel and readi- 
ness, in an Associated Press inter- 
view in his Pentagon office. 

Chu is to unveil the administra- 
tion’s full proposal in congressional 
testimony Tuesday. 

Sen. Jeff Sessions, R-Ala., who 
is sponsoring a bill with the same 
provisions, said in an interview that 
the first-year budget cost of the 
increased benefits would be $459 
million, including more than $280 
million in retroactive payments of 
the higher gratuity and the extra 
life insurance settlements.

Leaders congratulate 
Iraqis amid worries 
over Sunni turnout 

PARIS I World leaders, including 
French President Jacques Chirac 
and other leading opponents of the 
war in Iraq, heaped praise on Iraqi 
voters Monday for their strong turn- 
out in landmark elections, saying 
terrorists were the losers. 

Chirac called President Bush to 
say he was satisfied and to reiterate 
a French offer to train Iraqi security 
forces and civil servants. 

The European Union also said 
it was prepared to send more aid to 
bolster Iraq’s move to democracy. 

“These elections mark an impor- 
tant step in the political reconstruc- 
tion of Iraq. The strategy of terror- 
ist groups has partly failed,” Chirac 
told Bush, according to the French 
leader’s spokesman. 

Russian President Vladimir 
Putin, backtracking from a harsh 
warning in December that elec- 
tions could not be fair under U.S.- 
led occupation, said the vote was 
“undoubtedly a step toward democ- 
ratization.” 

“The very fact of it is an impor- 
tant event, maybe a historic event, 
for the Iraqi people,” Putin said. 

Praise from world capitals was 


tempered by concerns over the 
low turnout among Iraq’s once- 
powerful Sunni Muslim minority 
and appeals to authorities not to 
exclude any peaceful ethnic, reli- 
gious or political groups as they 
draft a constitution. 

Jordan’s King Abdullah II said 
the election “will set a good tone for 
the Middle East.” But Abdullah, a 
Sunni Arab who previously accused 
Shiite -dominated Iran of trying to 


influence the elections, also said 
Sunni participation appeared “a 
lot lower than any of us hoped.” 

EU ministers also were con- 
cerned that the low turnout by 
Sunni Arabs could alienate them 
further, leading to deeper divi- 
sions between them and other 
ethnic groups. “That is the only 
problem of a good day,” said EU 
foreign policy chief Javier Solana.

Turnout Puts Focus on 
insurgency’s Fortitude 


BAGHDAD I They sent nine suicide 
bombers, killed more than 40 people, 
claimed to have shot down a British 
military plane and threatened to 
wash the streets with blood. 

Insurgents’ threats against Iraq’s 
historic election appeared to have 
some impact, keeping Sunni Arab 
turnout low in certain areas when 
Iraqis voted Sunday. Yet the rebels 
did not stop the balloting altogether, 
raising questions of just how much 
ability and influence they have. 

British Foreign Secretary Jack 
Straw suggested the elections 
dealt a psychological setback to 
the insurgents because it demon- 


strated Iraqis were committed to 
democracy. 

“Yesterday’s elections represent 
a real blow to this disgusting cam- 
paign of violence and intimidation,” 
Straw said in London. 

Other Iraqi and U.S. officials 
cautioned that the insurgents are 
nowhere near being on the ropes. 
Jordanian terror mastermind Abu 
Musab al-Zarqawi’s group pledged 
Monday to continue its attacks in 
Iraq despite the election. In a state- 
ment published online, the al Qaeda 
group in Iraq said the elections “will 
increase our strength and intention

U.N. Clears Sudan of Genocide 


But report is expected 
to aim sharp criticism 
at actions in Darfur 

ABUJA, NIGERIA I Sudan said Monday 
that U.N. investigators concluded 
that genocide was not committed in 
the country’s western Darfur region 
during a nearly two-year crisis. 

At U.N. headquarters in New 
York, diplomats confirmed that 
the report did not find that Sudan 
committed genocide, but they said 
it was very critical of Sudanese gov- 
ernment actions. The diplomats 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 


The report was expected to be cir- 
culated in New York on Tuesday. 

The United States has accused 
Sudan’s government of directing 
militia fighters who attack civil- 
ians in what Washington calls a 
genocidal campaign in Darfur, 
where the crisis has left tens of 
thousands of civilians dead. 

U.N. investigators have written 
a report on the allegations, which 
Sudan’s Foreign Minister Mustafa 
Osman Ismail said undermines the 
U.S. genocide claims. “We have a 
copy of that report and they didn’t 
say that there is a genocide,” Osman 
said on the sidelines of an African 


Union summit in Abuja, Nigeria. 

Meanwhile, the Sudanese govern- 
ment and Darfur rebels said they will 
relaunch peace talks in February, 
raising hopes for a negotiated end to 
the conflict that three earlier peace 
conferences and a cease-fire agree- 
ment have failed to calm. 

The Darfur conflict began when 
the rebels took up arms against what 
they saw as years of state neglect and 
discrimination against Sudanese of 
African origin. The government is 
accused of responding with a coun- 
terinsurgency in which an Arab mili- 
tia committed wide-scale abuses 
against the African population, (ap)

Opposition figure says 
detainment for forgery 
a blow against reform 

CAIRO I The head of an opposition 
party denounced his arrest on 
forgery charges Monday, telling a 
court it was a strike against politi- 
cal reform in Egypt, while human 
rights groups said the moves against 
him could be a message to other 
opposition groups. 

Ayman Nour, the leader of the 
al-Ghad, or Tomorrow, Party and 
its sole representative in parliament, 
was arrested two days earlier on sus- 
picion he forged signatures to secure 
a license for his party. 

Nour, who has denied the charges, 
appeared in a heavily guarded court 
in Monday. The court ordered his 
detention extended for 45 days. 

Al-Ghad, licensed in October, 
touts itself as a liberal, democractic 
party. Nour, along with other oppo- 
sition figures, has called for political 
reform in Egypt, including allowing 
candidates to run against President 
Hosni Mubarak. Under current law, 
Mubarak faces a yes-no referendum 
without competition. 

Mubarak hinted Saturday he 
would stand for a fifth term in 
office later this year, (ap) 


KUWAIT CITY I Police burst into sus- 
pected terrorist hideouts throughout 
a tranquil suburb Monday, arrest- 
ing a reputed terror boss and set- 
ting off a ferocious gunbattle that 
killed at least four of his followers 
and a bystander. 

The raid — the fourth in three 
weeks — reflected a new sense 
of urgency in the battle to crush 
Islamic extremists deeply opposed 
to the presence of U.S. forces in this 
oil-rich emirate. 

Kuwait beefed up security in 
late December around vital infra- 
structure, including oil installa- 


tions, following terror attacks in 
Saudi Arabia, and soon after the 
government began conducting raids 
against suspected militants. 

In Monday’s raid, police arrest- 
ed six suspected militants, includ- 
ing alleged ringleader Amer Khlaif 
al-Enezi. 

The government provided little 
information on al-Enezi, but a res- 
ident of the tribal city of al- Jahra 
said he used to preach at a local 
mosque, exhorting young men to 
attack Americans, Kuwaiti security

D.C. Paper Race 


Free tabloid owned by 
Denver-based group 
hits the streets today 

D E N V E R I The media arm of billion- 
aire Philip Anschutz hits the streets 
of Washington, D.C., with a free 
newspaper Tuesday as the reclusive 
investor expands his myriad hold- 
ings to include publishing efforts 
on both coasts against some of the 
most respected papers in the nation. 

The Washington Examiner will 
cater to people with limited time 
to read a newspaper, said Ryan 
McKibben, president of Denver- 
based Clarity Media Group. It will 
use a tabloid format with shorter 
stories, and emphasize commu- 
nity news along with national and 
international coverage. 

The move comes less than a year 
after Anschutz bought the once-sto- 
ried San Francisco Examiner in 


hopes of bringing it back as a free 
tabloid. The paper lost money for 
years and eventually its readers to 
the larger San Francisco Chronicle 
and suburban rivals. 

The Washington Examiner 
replaces three suburban newspa- 
pers Clarity purchased last year 
from Journal Newspapers Inc. 
for an undisclosed sum. It will 
join a competitive media market 
with two daily broadsheet news- 
papers —The Washington Post 
and The Washington Times — as 
well as Express and a free weekly 
alternative paper. The Washington 
City Paper. 

The Examiner will be published 
Sunday through Friday and will tai- 
lor some pages for residents in the 
District, suburban Maryland and 
Northern Virginia. The initial cir- 
culation will be 260,000, including 
211,000 that will be home- delivered,

SBC to Acquire AT&T in $I6B Deal 


DALLAS I SBC Communications 
Inc. has agreed to buy former par- 
ent AT&T Corp. for $16 billion, 
creating one of the nation’s larg- 
est telecommunications compa- 
nies and ending the independent 
run of a company once known as 
Ma Bell whose roots stretch back 
to the telephone’s invention. 


The decision followed late-night 
meetings by directors of SBC, the 
nation’s second-biggest region- 
al phone company, and the 120- 
year-old icon AT&T, which gave 
birth to SBC when its monopoly 
was broken up in 1984. 

SBC spokesman Larry Solomon 
said the documents were signed early 


Monday after AT&T’s board of direc- 
tors approved the deal. Board mem- 
bers of SBC approved the transac- 
tion on Sunday evening. 

The acquisition is subject to 
approvals by shareholders, two fed- 
eral agencies and at least 26 states, a 
cumbersome process that prompted 
the companies to project the deal’s 
completion may take 17 months, an 
unusually long wait, (ap)

Lawmakers Eye 
Bargain on Drugs 


Montgomery County 
asks D.C., Pr. Georges 
to join in Canada deal 

ROCKVILLE, MD. | Montgomery 
County lawmakers are asking 
prescription drug suppliers for a 
deal. They sought bids Monday on 
a contract to buy drugs for county 
employees from Canada, where 
medications are often significant- 
ly cheaper than in the U.S. 

The county hopes to save taxpay- 
ers as much as $15 million a year, 
though County Council President 
Tom Perez said the exact amount 
will depend on the deal officials 
negotiate and how many employees 
sign up for the prescription plan. 

Last fall, the council approved 


a program that would give 85,000 
county employees, retirees and their 
dependents a choice of buying from 
Canada. Since then, a task force has 
evaluated the safety, cost and legal 
issues involved. 

The Food and Drug Administra- 
tion has argued that buying drugs 
from Canada is risky because their 
safety cannot be guaranteed. But 
Montgomery County lawmakers 
said the question over safety of for- 
eign drugs is becoming less of an issue 
as people realize that many drugs are 
made overseas anyway. 

The council members are ask- 
ing neighboring governments. 
Prince George’s County and the 
District of Columbia, to join them 
in this deal with drug distributors.

Gay Father Fights Custody Restriction 


ANNAPOLIS, MD. | A court ruling 
forcing a gay father’s partner to 
move out of the house where the 
father is raising his 12 -year- old son 
“has been so negative for the child 
in so many ways,” the father’s law- 
yer said Monday. 

Shannon Minter filed a brief 
on behalf of Ulf Hedberg with the 
Court of Special Appeals Monday 
asking the court to dissolve a 
court order prohibiting Blaise 
Delahoussaye from living in the 


house with Hedberg and his son. 

According to court papers, after 
Hedberg and the boy’s mother, 
Annica Detthow, separated in 
1996 , Delahoussaye moved in with 
the father and son. 

But in 2000, when the mother 
moved to Florida, she sought custody 
of the boy. A judge in Alexandria, Va., 
awarded joint legal custody to the 
parents, but gave Hedberg primary 
physical custody with the condition 
that Delahoussaye move out. (ap)

Chief Ramsey among 40 to testify at hearing 


WASHINGTON! District of Columbia 
Council members heard some sober- 
ing statistics Monday on the rising 
number of juvenile homicides. 

“About one out of every eight 
homicide victims last year was age 
17 or younger,” Police Chief Charles 
H. Ramsey told the heads of three 
council committees that convened 
a special oversight hearing. 

Ramsey rattled off other find- 
ings: 24juveniles were killed, nearly 
twice the number of last year. All 
were black. Most were teenagers. 
More than half had an arrest record. 


They’re also getting younger: eight 
victims were under 15, and 38 per- 
cent were girls, a three-year high. 

Ramsey was among about 40 
agency leaders, victims’ relatives 
and experts who testified. 

To combat the problem, police 
are cracking down on curfew and 
truancy violators, he said. The city 
has added more police officers to 
schools and is going after gangs, but 
Ramsey cautioned that the city also 
needs aggressive prosecution, pro- 
bation, parole and juvenile diversion 
programs, candace smith (ap) 


Debut of New Metro Signs Delayed 


WASHINGTON j Metro postponed the 
launch Monday of improvements to 
electronic next-train signs inside 
stations after glitches turned up 
during testing over the weekend. 

The software was being adjust- 
ed Monday to fix a problem with 
train departure times from end-of- 
the-line stations and to look into 


“anomalies on some of the signs” 
found by spot- checkers, said Metro 
spokesman Steven Taubenkibel. It 
was not known when the new sys- 
tem would be put into use. 

The revamped signs show the 
line, destination and number of 
minutes until arrival for up to three

RICHMOND, VA. j The State would 
commit $50 million annually to 
reduce Chesapeake Bay pollution 
from sewer systems and agricul- 
ture over the next 10 years under 
a measure proposed Monday by 
House Republicans. 

The proposed $500 million would 
be used as a matching fund locali- 
ties could use to repair substandard 
sewage treatment systems and pro- 
vide aid and incentives for farmers to 
reduce silt and fertilizer runoff into 
the bay and its tributaries.

WHAT IT IS: Kick butt — and other 
body partstoo — just likea mem- 
ber of the Israeli Defense Forces. 
Developed forthe IDF’s elite units in 
the 1940s, Krav Maga integrates tech- 
niques from boxing, karate, ju-jitsu 
and the like while emphasizing real- 
life situations. But Krav Maga DC 
director Carol Middleton wouldn’t 
want anyone to confuse it with some 
venerable martial art.

Peter Jackson’s 
‘King Kong’ remake 
is a monster project 

BEHIND THE SCENES I Compared 
with his work as the Oscar-win- 
ning director behind the most 
popular trilogy in movie history, 
Peter Jackson’s first attempt to 
remake “King Kong” was by any 


measure amateurish. 

Jackson painted the Manhattan 
skyline on an old bedsheet, con- 
structed the Empire State Building 
out of cardboard and pinched his 
mother’s shawl to craft the giant 
gorilla’s fur. It didn’t look like much, 
but he was only 13 years old. 

Besides his adolescent effort 
— “I still have some of that foot- 
age, somewhere,” the director said 


— Jackson came within weeks of 
filming “King Kong” for Universal 
Pictures in 1997- But the studio got 
cold feet, leaving Jackson devastat- 
ed, his production team in tears and 
the director’s future uncertain. 

A global blockbuster helps 
heal all wounds, though, and soon 
Universal (with a new manage- 
ment team) came to New Zealand 
on bended knee, asking Jackson to 


please, please reconsider revisiting 
Skull Island. 

Written with Jackson’s part- 
ner Fran Walsh and collaborator 
Philippa Boyens, “King Kong” is 
both a reverent tribute to the ini- 
tial film and an energetic rework- 
ing of its main themes. 

Rather than filming on loca- 
tion in jungles, Jackson is shoot- 
ing almost all of “King Kong” inside, 
as his “Kong” predecessors did 72 
years ago. 

Even as it pays tribute to specific 
scenes in the original, Jackson’s ver- 
sion nevertheless will make numer- 
ous departures, adding spectacular 
chase sequences involving rampag- 
ing dinosaurs and emphasizing 
more of the love story between the 
big primate and the movie-within- 
the -movie’s desperate actress Ann 
Darrow, played by Naomi Watts. 

Making a movie of this scale at 
times resembles chain saw juggling, 
especially since Jackson has rela- 
tively little time to finish before its 
Dec. 14 debut. “The story is such a 
compelling story that ... new tech- 
nology opens it up to a whole new 
interpretation,” Jackson said. The 
first film, Jackson believes, is a 
classic but “a product of its time.”

MUSIC I Erasure’s synth-pop melo- 
dies are as contagious as a cold on 
a rush-hour subway. 

The duo of Andy Bell and Vince 
Clarke has been Erasure since the 
1980s, with hits that include “Oh

“Nightbird” (Mute Records) is 
their first album of new materi- 
al in seven years and contains 11 
original songs.

from critics trying to polarize pub- 
lic opinion around a political issue 
raised in the film.

Maggie, played by Swank, and her 
relationship with her manager, 
played by Eastwood. Catastrophe 
strikes and characters are forced to 
make life -and- death decisions.

“I’ve 
put my money where my mouth 
is with the disabled, so I don’t feel 
like I have to apologize for that,” 
he said. ‘’I think it’s opportunism.”

TCM tells the story 
of Irving Thalberg’s 
movie Midas touch 

DOCUMENTARIES I Although film 
directors are seen as the medium’s 
most creative players, the Academy 
of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences’ 
most prestigious award is named 
for a producer. “Irving Thalberg: 
Prince of Hollywood” (8 p.m., TCM) 
celebrates the short life, many films 
and lasting influence of Hollywood’s 
premiere studio executive. 

Born with a weak heart, 
Thalberg was frequently reminded 
that his days were numbered. So he

lived his life in a hurry. According to 
this film, he was running Universal 
Studios before his 21st birthday, 
and, during his heyday at MGM, 
was overseeing production at the 
rate of a movie a week. He virtu- 
ally invented MGM’s star-making 
machinery, and developed the tech- 
nique of using screenings to test an 
audience’s reaction to a picture. 

Writer Budd Schulberg said that 
Thalberg “was like a young pope.” 
F. Scott Fitzgerald made Thalberg 
the subject of his final, unfinished 
novel, “The Last Tycoon.” Thalberg 
died in 1936 at the age of 37, after 
having produced “Grand Hotel” 
(11:30 a.m., TCM), “Mutiny on 
the Bounty” (9:30 p.m.) and 
“Anna Christie” (3:15 a.m., early 
Wednesday), among others, kevin

Part motorcycle, part 
car, the Ecomobile is 
a quirky hog hybrid 

Dan Whitfield has seen the future 
of personal transportation, and it 
looks like a stubby missile on two 
wheels, and goes like one, too, 
depending on your tolerance for 
drawing attention from police. It’s 
called an Ecomobile, or Eco, and 
it’s basically a motorcycle in a hard 
shell that makes it suitable for rid- 
ing year-round. 

Because the shell is made of 
Kevlar carbon fiber — yes, Kevlar’s 
what bullet-proof vests are made of 
— and is three times stronger than a 
car’s, it may appeal to those who see 
a motorcycle as nothing more than a 
rolling coffin with tailpipes. 

“[With] this vehicle, if you strike 
another vehicle, your survivability 
chances are 200 percent better than 
on a motorcycle,” said Whitfield, 59, 
the sole U.S. service agent for Eco. 

The user-friendly Eco has motor- 


cycle-type handlebars and can be 
operated by anyone with a motor- 
cycle license. Because it has seat 
belts, the driver isn’t required to 
wear a helmet. 

The driver can’t stick his or her 
feet out for balance, so the Eco has 
retractable wheels operated man- 
ually when slowing and stopping, 
and can also act as safety bars in 
the event of a fall. 

It comes with climate control and 
a radio, stereo and GPS system. Its 
engine gets 50 miles per gallon. 
However, with a price tag of nearly 
$80,000, the Eco is a tough sell as 
a mass-market vehicle. 

But Whitfield is a true believ- 
er. He said the Eco, developed by a

former Swiss airline pilot named 
Arnold Wagner, combines the best 
elements of a car-motorcycle hybrid. 
“This is like skipping into space,” he 
said. “It’s like taking 1936 technol- 
ogy and jumping into the future.” 

Whitfield’s eyes light up when he 
tells you about the time Wagner dis- 
covered — the hard way — just how 


safe and durable 
the Eco was. At a 
big German motorcycle show last 
year, Wagner attempted a U-turn 
on the rain- slicked Autobahn and 
was hit by a car. “Knocked [the 
Eco] skyward and down-range,” 
said Whitfield. “He was hurt, got 
a few cuts and bruises. But he made

a meeting an hour after 
the accident.” 

Whitfield heard 
about the Eco a few 
years ago. He started 
a correspondence with 
Wagner that led to an invitation to 
drive the Eco at a Formula One race- 
car course in the Czech Republic. 

“I was in love with it from ‘hello,’” 
said Whitfield, who bought his own 
soon after. “It turns and accelerates 
with elan. It’s a very agile machine 
— more agile than a Porsche.”

Jackson Trial

Can you please state the charges 
against Michael Jackson? 

Michael Jackson is charged in 
an indictment that was returned 
in April 2004. There is one count 
charging a conspiracy with five 
other persons, four counts of com- 
mitting lewd acts upon a child, one 
count of an attempt to commit a 
lewd act and four counts of admin- 
istering an intoxicant in the com- 
mission of a felony. 

What was the point of Jackson’s 
Web site statement released 
Sunday? It seems like he can’t help 
himself from engaging the media. 

There has been an egregious leak 
of secret, grand jury testimony in 
the case — all of the statements of 
the witnesses who were not sub- 
jected to cross-examination. The 
testimony was published on a Web 
site and disclosed on a prime-time 
television show. The judge allowed 
Michael Jackson to make a state- 
ment to assert his innocence in an 
attempt to level the playing Held. Of 
course, that’s a very difficult thing 
to do at this juncture. The judge 
will also allow a few interviews with 


Jackson to be aired before testimo- 
ny begins in the trial. 

What do you view as the chief 
obstacle Jackson has to overcome 
in the way of evidence? 

I think the biggest obstacle will 
be the introduction of testimony 
from the 1993 accuser, should the 
judge allow it. You worry that the 
jury will think, “Where’s there’s 
smoke, there’s fire.” 

Do you think Jackson will testify? 

I believe the defense will not 
decide that until after the prosecu- 
tion has finished presenting its evi- 
dence. If the defense believes it has 
sufficiently rebutted the evidence 
and impeached the witnesses, it is 
unlikely they would put Jackson on. 
The prosecution would love to cross 
examine Michael Jackson, I’m sure, 
but he has no obligation to testify. 
If he does not testify, the jury will 
be instructed not to consider that 
in its deliberations.
